AUSTRIANS COULDN'T BE- 
LIEVE What They Heard. 
Dr. Maresch States 

SPEAKS AT T RINITY 

"It is not true that the peace 
treaties made at Versailles were 
unjust to Germany," said Dr. A. 
R. Maresch, an Austrian refugee, 
now at Pickering College, in an 
address at Trinity United church 
on Sunday evening. 

Rev. R. R. McMath conducted 
the service and introduced Dr. 
Maresch. 

"It is true that the peace 
treaties gave us the present con- 
dition," he said. "It is true that 
the peace treaties were unjust to 
the whole world, but not particu- 
larly to Germany. 

"The .people had not thought 
out a plan for a new world when 
the war collapsed. They had to 
make a plan in a hurry. They 
set up many small countries. J 
each with their tariffs. 

"Wherever there are bad econ- 
omic conditions there will arise 
a demagogue. There is no worse 
demagogue than Hitler. He 
promised health, wealth and 
prosperity to the German people. 

"An Austrian said that we 
hope for a war, so that we will 
get arms, and we know whom 
v/e have to use them against. 

"Germany hasn't sufficient 
food, petrol, oil, and the people 
lack confidence in their leaders. 
They know that if they win they 
will go on to a new war. 

"You have everything, oil and 
food in abundance, but you have 
something more precious. You 
have freedom and democracy.

Some Of Northwest 

Missionaries Live On 

$20 A Mo nth 

BISHOP SPEAK S HERE 

Telling of his vast domain in 
the northern reaches of western 
Canada, and appealing for funds 
to carry on his work, Rt. Rev. 
A. H. Sovereign, D.D., F.R.G.S., 
Bishop of Athabasca, addressed 
a deanery missionary rally at St. 
Paul's Anglican church on Tues- 
day evening. 

"One of my clergymen's parish 
is the size of England," he told 
his audience, gathered from all 
parts of the deanery. 

"My well-paid clergymen get 
$70 a month, out of which they 
pay their own car expense," he 
said. "Others get $20 a month. 
One lives in a house 16 feet 
square with his wife and child. 

'We asked for $15,000 to carry 
on our work. The missionary 
board promised $13,500. and gave 
us $6,000, because you didn't put 
enough in your missionary en- 
velopes." 

The bishop said that 500 Sude- 
ten Germans had settled in his 
territory since Germany had 
taken over the Sudctenland. 
These were among the Germans 
who allegedly wanted to join the 
reich, he commented. 

The bishop also told how, with 
money given by English sources, 
he had constructed a hospital 
at Fort Norman on the Macken- 
zie river, and that it was 800 
miles from any other hospital. 

Another story he told was of 
the mushroom growth of the min- 
ing town of Yellowknifc, which 
had grown from a nearly zero 




PRESIDES AT CONVENTION 

"Some Educational Ideals,'* was 
the subject of Principal H. A. 
Jackson, Newmarket, in his presi- 
dential address at the teachers' 
convention of the six York county 
Inspectorates in Toronto last Fri- 
day. Newmarket teachers from 
the public and separate schools 
wore present in futl force.

Not For This War 

Commenting on Premier Hepburn's reported 
approval of the St. Lawrence waterway project, 
the Gananoque Reporter says: "Of course, with 
such an ambitious program for industrial expan- 
sion ahead in the country, it is only natural that 
Ontario's leader should feel that the whole 
country's expected need for more power and 
greater ocean port facilities transcends the 
importance of battling over provincial rights." 
The Reporter evidently expects a long war. Even 
if such a project were to be started next spring, 
we would need a seven years* war to bring the 
deep waterway into action. As a matter of fact, 
Canada does not lack ocean port facilities for 
wartime. Halifax and St. John harbors, open al! 
the year round, with grass growing on their docks 
in recent years, can handle unlimited traffic. If 
additional, power is wanted in a hurry it will be 
developed much more quickly from Nova Scotia 
and Alberta coal than from the St. Lawrence 
waterway. 



CENSORSHIP 



NOT SHORT OF MEN 

News that the military classes of J DOB and 
1909 in France are being demobilized indicates 
that the Allies are not very worried about any 
possible German drive on the Maginot line.

Walter Thompson, Canada's chief censor, is a 
newspaperman and we believe will prove a toler- 
ant and wise official. There has been a good deal 
of public criticism of some of the censorship 
efforts. The public does not want to hear false 
information emanating from enemy sources, but, 
on the other hand, it does not want to be hood- 
winked. There is no point in trying to keep 
facts from the Canadian public when they have 
radios with which to tune in on American stations 
and can read American newspapers. Censorship 
is almost inevitably over-done.

There is a good deal to be said against the 
suspension of municipal elections until after the 
war. Newmarket's municipal election costs only 
$150 to $175, but those elected spend $200,000 
annually (including uncontrollable expenditures). 
There might be a feeling on the part of councillors 
elected for a long term that the public was less 
interested in the conduct of the public business. 
On the other hand, there is something to be said 
for biennial elections, both in time of war and 
time of peace. A longer term gives men a better 
opportunity to carry out their plans. 

Annual Election Preferable 

In a city like Toronto where every council seat 
is keenly contested, and elections mean consider- 
able expense on the part of the candidates, there 
is more to say in favor of biennial elections 
than in a town like Newmarket or a rural 
municipality. In Newmarket any councillor who 
takes an active and successful part in the council's 
work is fairly sure of being returned to office if 
he offers his services again. The trouble often 
is to find enough men to fill all the scats. The 
annual election appeals to us as tending to direct 
public attention to municipal affairs at least that 
often and the annual voting of the citizens is the 
I* l^ast they can do in appreciation of the services 
freely rendered to them by those elected to cfiicc.

of weeks we have been pleased 
to hear again the mellifluous 
accents of our favorite Canadian 
sports commentator, Clary Set- 
tell, otherwise, known as the "Old 
Observer" For some inexplic- 
able reason this likeable gent, 
whose weekly broadcast over the 
commission net-work was a 
weekly treat to which thousands 
of sports followers across Can- 
ada listened, has not been heard 
on the air very frequently the 
last three or four months, and 
when we are forced to listen to 
the would-be substitutes broad- 
casting we can truly sing, "Oh 
how I miss you tonight."

any promise. When Hitler was 
made chancellor of the German 
empire in 1933 he had 40 per 
cent only of the German people 

for him. He had 60 per cent 
against. 

•*He kept these 60 per cent in 
a terror that no one not there 
could imagine. Think of Ger- 
many as a country 60 per cent of 
whose people cannot express 
their opinions and 40 per cent of 
whose people can express only 
the opinions that are made for 
them. 

"We Austrians, being close to 
the Germans, could not believe 
all we heard was true until wo 
saw it ourselves. 

"I am an Austrian. I am a 
Protestant. I am not a Jew. I 
stress that because it has been 
said that only the Jews are 
opposed to Hitler. Every honest 
man is opposed to Hitler. I am 
a monarchist. That means I am 
opposed to every form of dic- 
tatorship. 

"Hitler claims that he has 
united all Germans. Whenever 
two or three Germans meet they 
do not know whether there are 
one, two or three spies present. 
You don't understand that. You 
have perfect freedom. 

"In Germany man can't trust 
his neighbor. Man cannot trust 
his wife. Parents cannot trust 
their children. You must not be 
astonished that you can Jive in 
Germany a long time and not 
hear what the Germans think. 
That is the unity Hitler says he 
has achieved. 

"Hitler said he would make 
the German people a healthy 
race. The German people were 
worse off than they were in the 
time of the last war. Now that 
another war has started, they are 
even worse off. 

. 'They are not starving, but 
they are badly fed. We see the 
German athletes at the Olympic 
games. They are the show men. 
We don't see the starved people. 

Tho profession of medicine 
used to require five or six years' 
study and then five or six years 
practical work in a hospital. 
Now it is cut down to three 
years, and one of those years is 
devoted to military drill. That 
Is why sickness is increasing. 

"Germany never paid the 
reparations. She got more in 
loans from Britain and France 
than she paid. 

"The German worker can't get 
good shoes or clothes, only sub- 
stitutes. 

"Goering told the people not 
to hoard their money, because if 
they did it might be devalued. 
So they spent it, and tourists saw 
them spending and thought they 
were prosperous. 

"Hitler is a wonderful propa- 
gandist. He is a clever psychol- 
ogist. I found that when I tried 
to prevent Austria being joined 
with Germany. I was mct-every- 
wherc with the statement that 
Germans and Austrians were the 
same race. 

"They speak the same language 
but they arc as different as 
Dutch and English. 

"Hitler wants living-room. He 
doesn't need it. Germany has 
more than enough. The prosper- 
ous country that Germany could 
be is made impossible by using 
BO per cent of the country's in- 
come for arms nnd graft. 

"The people who know Hitler 
best say that he has no sense of 
right or wrong. 

"There arc more than 200,000 
people in Germany In concen- 
tration camps or prison to bo 

retaliated on if I should talk of 
atrocity. 

"He drove every honest and 
decent man from him. Only dis- 
honest people stay with him, 
because they can steal, kill, do 
anything. There is no justice in 
Germany. There nrc no effect- 
ive police in Germany. I have 
met thousands of Nazi leaders 
and not one is incorruptible. 

"School children nrc used as 
spies as well against each other 
ns against their parents. We had 
to teach our children to Ho when 
people asked them If their par- 
ents spoke well of Hitler. 

"You will have henrd that 
there Is no unemployment in 
Germany. That is a lie, 

"Hillcrism is bound to crash."

It does not seem possible that 
when these words go into print 
November will be two days old! 
It does not seem any time since 
I was writing about our summer

But, after a day of 
storm and wind and rain, it gave 
a promise of clearing up, and 
about eight o'clock we saw the 
moon for a short time — then 
back came the clouds, covering 
the moon and the eclipse under a 
triple thickness of black clouds. 

Three times I got up out of 
bed to look out and see if, by 
chance, the clouds had broken — 
but no — blank dull skies greeted 
me every time. However, I was 
more fortunate a week ago Sun- 
day for, getting up about seven 
o'clock to attend early service, I 
saw a most beautiful rainbow 
straight north of the town, the 
end — a double end, too — coming 
down somewhere on the hills 
beyond our Newmarket ceme- 
tery. 

It was so vivid and the colors 
so distinct that I just stayed at 
the north window to watch till 
it faded, only stepping away long 
enough to see if the arch extend- 
ed over the house— but no — all 
was dark and forbidding every- 
where except for that luminous 
expanse of sky up north, around 
tho rainbow. Never before have 
I seen one straight up north like 
that and I was delighted. Then 
the old couplet came into my 

mind: 

Rainbow at night, shepherds 

delight! ( 

Rainbow in the morning, sailors 

warning! 
And before the day was over it 
proved the truth of the old say- 
ing. 

The other morning, for no 
apparent reason, for there hadn't 
been a sharp frost overnight, the 
last trees to keep their leaves lost 
them all in a golden shower in 
less than nn hour. At eight 
o'clock they were still in the 
trees, but by noon they carpettcd 
the ground. They dropped so 
steadily and so silently that it 
was really uncanny! That after- 
noon saw us all out again busy 
with our bamboo rakes gather- 
ing them up. 

I haven't had n letter from 
California since Oct. 23, so I am 
wondering if the Swallows left 
again on that day, as they have 
done for- years, on their journey 
to their winter quarters. My 
friends usually tell me and tell 
me again when thev return. They 
leave always on the same day, 
Oct. 23, nnd return always on 
March 19. They say they never 
fail! Migration is one of tho 
wonders of our bird kingdom. It 
is marvellous in our eyes that 
such tiny fragile creatures should 
undertake so hazardous n Jour- 
ney—yes, and with so few 
casualties! 

As I raked up the leaves the 
other day I become conscious of 
bird voices nil around me, so I 
stopped rustling the leaves to 
listen— and here wore dozens of 
tiny chick-n-dccs flitting about 
and calling, calling so cheerily. 
They are, without exception, the 
friendliest birds of nil— they do 
not seem to know what fear is. 
Thnt is, fear of humans! 

"Well," I said to my neighbor, 
who wns likewise raking up 
loaves, "well, we can look for 
colder weather and snow now 
that the chick-n-dees are hero in 
such numbers." She nsked was 
that a sure sign, and I said It 
meant that their food wns cov- 
ered with snow farther north so 
they come to us, and as their food 
gets covered here, they will leave 
Its and no farther south still. 

And sure enough, Barrio had 
snow, nnd even as far south as 
Quccnsville nnd Shnron on Sat- 
urday hurt, Wo will be next, no 

doubt.

The approval of by-laws from an 
additional 10 communities under 
Part II! of the National Housing 
act Ik announced by Hon. J. \>. 
Ralston, minister of finance. This 
addition extends the scope of these 
operations to include 155 municipal- 
ities as against a total of 115 at 
the end of July last. 

Part IH Is that section of the 
act which deals with the payment 
of municipal taxes on new low- 
coM homes, nnd the benefits 

provided arc In addition to the 
libera) financing facilities provided 
by Part 1. The dominion pays, for 
the first year In which the house 
Is taxed, 100 per cent of the general 
real estate and school taxes. 

In the second year the payment 
Is 50 per cent, and In Ihe third 
year 25 per cent. Houses eligible 
to come under this part are those 
started since June 1, 1038, costing 
complete (including lot) not more 
than $4,000, nnd built for an owner 
for his own occupancy. (Taxes on 
the lot nnd nny Kpcctnl luxes munt 
be paid by the owner). It Is not 
necessary that the house be built 
under Part I of the net to qualify. 
These benefits become operative 
in individual municipalities ou the 
condition (but the municipality co- 
operates with the dominion In en- 
rioii raging the construction of new 
low-cost homes. This cooperation 
lakes ihe foim of pausing a by-law 
mabfng available at n nominal 
price a number of lots suitable for 
residential construction. 

It should bo noted that a 
municipality buying such an agree- 
ment with the mlnlsler of finance 
qualifies for tax payments all 
houses complying with the other 
gencral requirements, and not only 
mien hoiiHos as may be built on the 
lots sold by the municipality. 
Those municipalities not In posses- 
sion of any such lots may also 
qualify by passing a by-law certify- 
ing to this condition, nnd forward- 
ing a copy in the minister of 
finance for approval. 

To date, in addition to the 155 
municipalities which havo already 
qualified, 55 others havo Indicated 
their Intention to do so, nnd by- 
laws from toma of thoso are under 
consideration by the department at 
Iho present time.
